We had our lesson in gambling in 
1929. We all felt the pinch of the 
years which have followed, but have 
we learned our lesson? I think not. 
In the realm of forest conservation we 
gambled on the weather in the spring 
of 1982 and our forests paid the price 
of “economy.” The annual report of 
the Ontario Department of Lands and 
Forests for 1982 tells the story suc- 
cinetly. 

“The total expenditure for forest fire 
protection for the year was $1,675,- 
988.96, a reduction of $471,984.58 from 
1981, 

“A reduction in staff enabled a de- 
crease in the amount of pay roll, Only 
such equipment was purchased as was 


necessary in actual fire fighting and 
no improvement work carried out 
which could be avoided, A a result 


of this there is now much equipment 
which must be replaced immediately 
if stock is to be kept up, and im- 
provement work which would increase 
efficiency and eventually reduce tim- 
ber losses and fire fighting costs is 
still further behind. . . . 

“The total area burned. over was 
679,021 acres, Of this total 454,665 
acres, or 66 per cent, were in the 
Hunson Inspectorate; the greater por- 
tion of this area was burned in six 
fires. A considerable amount of the 
burned area is a direct result of the 
reduction in staff. Of the six fires, 
responsible for most of the area 
burned, it was not possible to place 
men and equipment on three of these 
until some days after they were dis- 
covered and no men at all were placed 
on another, Under ordinary conditions 
of staff these fires could have been 
controlled when they were first dis- 
covered, While reduction in staff en- 
abled a saving in ordinary pay roll, 
the extra cost of fighting these fires 
more than equalled this saving.”

Not content with this outcome of 
“economy,” the season of 1933 opened 
with a further cut in the grant for 
forest fire protection, a matter of over 
$600,000 less than was spent last year. 
The 1981 staff has been reduced by 
400 rangers. In other words we are 
gambling on a subnormal fire year, in 
spite of the fact that for the past four 
consecutive years we have paid out 
more than $1,200,000 for extra fire 
fighting alone. Much of this money 
could have been saved, expensive 
fires prevented and timber kept green 
if this money had been available in 
time to be spent wisely in preventative 
improvements and necessary rangers. 
Emergency measures are always ex- 
pensive, Permanent foundations can- 
not be built from emergency funds, 
This year, boats must be laid up, 
necessary improvements and equip- 
ment must wait, three air bases’ are 
closed, towers will be unmanned, In 
other word, our forests are at the 
merey of the weather, 

We had a providential spring, but 
records show that providential springs 
are followed by heavy hazards during 
the summer; August being a favorite 
time for fire outbreaks, 

Have we so soon forgotten Hailey- 
bury? Have we forgotten the train- 
loads of clothes we sent to families 
who had lost all in forest fires in the 
years gone by? Have we forgotten 
those who paid the price of our former 
haphazard methods of protection? 

An in the meantime we are adding 
fire rangers to our unemployed, to our 
list of dole receivers, tried men, with 
years of training and experience in the 
now highly organized and efficient 
protection system, men who have 
served us well in the past and sweated 
to save our forest heritage, 

As one of Ontario's pioneer district 
foresters I can safely state without 
fear of contradiction that one trained 
forest fire ranger is on the average 
worth ten untrained men on the firing 
line. The question, too, of transport- 
ing men, of feeding and handling them 
are all important factors, The day 
of employing unskilled labor to safe- 
guard Ontario's wood industries, 
second only to agriculture in import- 
ance, has long since passed into the 
limbo of the disastrous past. 

We are basking in the hope that 
tourists will visit us this summer, will 
they come to a smoke-ridden country? 
For you will have smoke, of that 
there is no doubt: Our records of the 
past show us very plainly that when 
the rangers are not on the job to 
stop fires at their incipient stage we 
have large expensive fires and a 
smoke-ridden country, Have we for- 


gotten that we have paid out over a

hundred thousand dollars 
one fire which got headway; this, be- 
fore the lookout system had been 


established in the area, Yet many of 
our lookout towers will be unmanned 
this year “to save expense?” On- 
tario reaps a harvest of some $80,000, - 
600 a year from tourists, 4 large per- 
centage of whom come to Ontario to 
enjoy the great outdoors, to fish, to 
hunt, to delight in the woodland scen- 
ery. Reports of dangerous fire out- 
breaks soon spread, Our tourists will 


decide, as they did in days of yore, 
to stay at home or go elewhere, where 
they have at least some guarantee of 
freedom from danger and smoke.

Editor's Note.—A similar condition 
exists in the Grande Prairie timbered 
area, so far as reducing the staff of 
fire fighters is concerned, 

An old fire ranger in discussing the 
standing timber in this area, gave his 
estimate as 8,000,000,000 feet. At $3 
a thousand this, if preserved, will 
eventually mean some $24,000,000) to 
the government alone, not mentioning 
what it will mean to the country for 
development purposes, 

The number of fire fighters here has 
been reduced to the minimum, patrol 
men being eliminated altogether, 

While the provincial government has 
heen forced to cut down expenditures 
to meet conditions, it would seem that 
the money saved by the forestry de- 
partment is not economy in the lone 
run, as one disastrous fire would wipe 
out any saving effected by the reduc- 
tion of the number of competent fire 
fighters, 

There are several efficient forest 
rangers in this district, men who know 
their business, who could effectively 
be absorbed into the fire fighting or- 
ganization, 

An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure, is an old adage, and a 
true one. To attempt to protect our 
timber heritage with too few men its! 
being penny wise and pound foolish. 

There is much food for thought in
